Building, Nenking Road it was noted by C.D.S586 Kung Tuh Piau, 
36 Soong Yuen Zeu,100 Yong Foh Sung and C.D.C.160 Tseu Teung 
Ching that a meeting was held between 4 peme and 8 pemeon July 
20th 1937 at the Shanghai Ant's Club situated at Roem No.63l. 
About twenty local reporters and jourmalists attended it, but 
the nature of it could not be ascertained as it was held dehind 
closed doors. There was no disturbance and all was orderi7. 
The president of the meeting it was learned was a reporter 
named Teeu Chi Yoong C5/4/4)6 It is suspected the meeting 
was held in connection with the fighting in North China.
